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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 . Applicant argues that Franz does not teach 
claimed amide structure, since trimellitic anhydride (TMA) first reacts with an alcohol and Franz does not explicitely teach formation of an 
imide ring. Examiner disagrees. Indeed, Franz teaches reaction between trimellitic anhydride with alcohol at ratio 1:1, meaning that only 1 
acid group of TMA can be esterified. However, anhydride ring further reacts with isobutylene amine, forming imide. Comparison of the 
reaction conditions of Franz and Specification confirms that inide is inherently forming in Franz reaction. 2. Regarding Winter, Applicant 
argues that the reference applies a fatty amine. This is incorrect. Winter teaches linear chain, branched or cyclic amine radical (see 
Abstract). Note that Winter's amine can be represented by polybytyleneamine, since the reference teaches branched aliphatic radical 3. 
Applicant argues that Patil does not teach trimellitic anhydride. However, the primary reference (Winter) teaches trimellitic anhydride (where 
R4 is COOR6, where R6 is Hydrogen and R2, R3, R5 are Hydrogens, see Column 2, line 20 of Winter). Patil explicitely uses polyimide 
based on PIB. . 
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
